After denoonoing the initiative and n'fciH'iKluiu 
and predicting tliaf the people of Ohio would 
vert to the good old luclliodH ol govi'inmcut, " for- 
mer Preu^eilt ^illitm H. Taft laid that the great 
bane of .Utfl day wai too much legislation by Legis 
latar96. 

Utoi a luw has becu passed by Ihu diitrl action of 
f£e people of Ohio, and Prof. Taft went on to bh.v; 
that the Logislaturo socnied more iiif crested in the 
pavsage of le^'islal ion Ihiin in its results. 

All tlie complaints lliut business men are now 
making about too much legislation has been legis- 
lation by tlio "good old methods of government." 
Business men are asking of Legislatures to "give 
them a rest." No complaint is heard about "fool- 
ish or too much" legislation" by the initiative and 
referendum. 

Prof. Taft called the initiative and referendtnu 
"a nostrum." 

He favored a seven-year term for the Tim sidi nt 
and the right of Cabinet officers to qveak before 
Congress, 

Prof. Taft won applause when he said that the 
ruin of the country would result if the national 
govennreiit tried to regulate the " door-si eps" of 
the people, and he said timt il applied to national 
prohibition. 

Prof. Taft said it uas a mistaken idea that a 
President could not during his teim of office leave 
the United States. lie said President Koosevelt 
and himself had both visited Panama. 

Prof. Taft, speaking of the secret service ofTicers, 
said be believed that under present methods the 
murder of President McKinley would not have 
been possible. lie said any itian a|>proaching tlK; 
Presidejit these (lavs with his liaiids in his po<'kets 
was immediately stopped by secret service agents. 

He told of the apprehension of n Texan in the 
"White House while he was I'l i sident. The man 
had u large gun on him and was i'ouud to be in- 
sane.
